Bonav Law Illness Grave: 
Row On as to Successor 


LONDON. May 19.— prem ier Bonar Law now is certain to re­ 
sign. political experts, his friends and the British press, agree. 
The 
resignation may come very soon, but almost certainly before the end 
of July, it is learned on the best authority. 
The premier’s illness is much more critical than at first was 
realized. 
Lord Beaverbrook. who went to Paris to see the prime minister, 
his close friend, hurried back here in obvious alarm and went at once 
into consultation with Conservatives regarding a successor. 
Already a quarrel is on as to who shall succeed Bonar Law. 
Some leading Conservatives fitted for the job want it; others do not. 
Until a short time ago, Marquis Curzon was looked upon as a 
likely successor to the premiership. 
Now Stanley Baldwin, chancellor 
of the exchequer and acting premier, has come along as a likely rival 
to the foreign minister. 
If Curzon get its and Baldwin withdraws his 
support it will be hard for the former to carry on. 
Lord Derby was 
understood to have refused to serve under Curzon. 
The possibility that Austen Chamberlain might be put up for the 
position is scouted as often as it is suggested. 
Bonar Law will arrive from Paris this evening, it having been 
decided to have him return before his illness might become worse. 
The premier will go to his private residence, not to Downing 
street. 
He will remain under constant care of physicians, who order 
complete rest from his official duties.

lips. No one who could positively 
Identify her was at hand. 
Sheriff Recognizes Her 
Sheriff Biscailuz however recog­ 
nized her a t once.

chase. Mrs. Phillips,” he said. She 
assented. 
“Yes and we are going to take 
you back,” he added.
